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INCREASED  COTTON  PRODUCTION  IN  RUSSIA  AW  CHOSEN 

The  production  of  cotton  in  Asiatic  Russia  is  now  estimated  to 
be  about  1,950,000  bales  of  478  pounds  net,  according  to  a  cable  re- 
ceived by  the  Foreign  Service  of  the  Bureau  of  Agricultural  Economics 
from  Agricultural  Commissioner  Steere  at  Berlin.    Last  season  the 
Russian  crop  was  estimated  to  be  1,351,000  bales.     The  production  of 
cotton  in  Chosen  (Korea.)  is  now  estimated  to  be  152,000  bales  of  478 
pounds  net  according  to  a  cable  received  from  the  International  Insti- 
tute of  Agriculture  at  Rome.     Last  season's  crop  was  estimated  to  be 
138,000  bales. 


SOUTH  AMERICAN  WOOL  PRODUCTION  SLIGHTLY 
LARGER  IN  19^0 


The  Uruguayan  wool  clip  is  estimated  at  154,000,000  pounds  for 
1930 }  according  to  a  cable  to  the  Foreign  Service  of  the  Bureau  of  Agri- 
cultural Economics  from  the  Internationa].  Institute  of  Agriculture  at 
Rome,    The  above  estimate  refers  to  wool  shorn  during  the  last  few  months 
of  the  present  calendar  year  for  export  during  the  season  October  1,  1930 
to  September  30,  1931.    Four-fifths  of  the  clip  is  reported  as  of  good 
quality.    Last  year's  production  was  reported  by  the  Institute  at  150,000,000 
pounds  ■ 

An  earlier  cable  reported  the  Argentine  clip  for  1930  at  342,000,000 
pounds,  or  six  per  cent  above  production  the  previous  year.     Thus  the  total 
clip  from  these  two  principal  South  American  countries  this  year  is  greater 
by  five  per  cent  than  it  was  last  year,  the  total  quantity  being  496,000,000 
pounds  against  474,000,000  pounds  in  1929. 

Lambing  conditions  in  Uruguay  this  year  were  exceptionally  good  with  the 
nunber  of  lambs  estimated  at  10,000,000.     Sleep  numbered  19,000,000  in  1929, 
according  to  an  estimate  made  by  the  three  principal  packing  companies^  com- 
pared  with  only  14,443,000  reported  by  the  census  of  1924.    Recent  reports 
sta.te  that  sheep  have  wintered  well. 
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BREAD  GRAINS 

European  w inter  grain  sowings 

C-oocl  progress  lias  "been  made  wi'th  the  sowing  of  the  fall  grains 
in  Italy,  "but  heavy  rains  have  hampered  the  work  in  parts  of  France, 
according  to  a  cable  from  Agricultural  Commissioner  L.  V.  Steere  at  Berlin. 
The  condition  of  the  fall  sown  grains '  in  ' Germany"  on  November  1  was  above 
the  average  and  also  better  than  on  the  corresponding  date  in  1929, 
according  to  the  official  report. 

The  area  sown  to  grains  in  U.S.S.R.  up  to  October  25  is  reported 
at  88,700,000  acres.    The  wheat  and  rye  acreages  are  expected  to  equal 
the  acreages  sown  last  year,  but  it  setems  unlikely  that  the  "plan"  for 
the  year  will  be  completed.     The  southern  regions  are  still  sowing  grains 
under  favorable' weather  conditions. 

Southern  Hemisphere  growing  conditions 

Temperatures  were  abnormally  high  in  the  grain  section  of  Argent ina 
during  the  week  ended  November  3,  according  to  reports  received  by  the 
United  States  Weather  Bureau.     The  average  in  each  zone,  was  6°  above  nor- 
mal.   Precipitation  was  deficient,  being  0.3  inch  below  normal  in  the  north 
and  0.5  inch  below  normal  in  the  south.     Conditions  in  Austral ia  cont inue 
favorable. 

Wheat  Production  in  1930 

Estimates  of  the  1930  wheat  production  received  from  32  countries 
total  3,244,706,000  bushels,  an  increase  of  5  per  cent  over  the  3,091,197,000 
bushels  produced  in  the  same  countries  in  1929.     The  revised  estimate  of  the 
Australian  production  is  215,000,000  bushels,  an  increase'  of  70  per  cent 
over  last  year  and  the  largest  on  record.     The  yield  per  acre  this  year  is 
estimated  at  11.8  bushels  which  is  higher  than  in  any  of  the  past  three 
years  but  is  not  a  record  yield.    The  estimate  of  the  production  in  Japan 
has  been  reduced  about  a  million  bushels  and  is  now  placed  at  29,542,000 
bushels,  which,  is  3  per  cent  below  last  year.     See  production  summary

Movement  to  market 

United  States 

The  exports  of ■ wheat  including  flour  from  the  United  States  July  1  to 
November  1,  1930,  were  72,  033 , 000  bushels  against  65,438,000  bushels  during 
the  same  period  in  1929.    Exports  during  the  week  ended  November  1  were 
1,926,000  bushels  against  1,869,000  bushels  the  previous  week  and  2,466,000 
bushels  during  the  week  ended  November  2,  1929, 
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Canada 

The  stocks  of  wheat  in  the  Western  Grain  Division  in  Canada  on 
October  31  were  128,960,000  bushels  compared  with  156,741,000  bushels  on 
November  1,  1929.    Receipts , of  wheat  at  Port  William  and  Port  Arthur  dur- 
ing the  week  ended  October  ,  31  were  4,600,000  bushels  and  shipments  Y/ere 
6,242,000  bushels.     Receipts  at  Vancouver  were  1,671,000  bushels  and 
shipments  were  2,497,000  bushels/ 

European  market  conditions 

Continental  grain  markets  were  quiet  during  the  week  ended 
November  6,  but  were  less  depressed  due  to  smaller  offers  of  Russian 
grain,  Mr,  Steere  reports.     German  markets  were  firm  and  offers  of  domes- 
tic grain  were  restricted.     The  spot  price  of  domestic  wheat  at  Berlin 
on  November  5  was  $1.53  per  bushel,  an  increase  of  two  cents  over  the 
previous  week.     The  spot  price  of  domestic  rye  on  November  5  was  89  cents 
per  bushel,  one  cent  below  the  previous  Week.     The  German  government  has 
suspended  the  Import  certificate  on  milling  products  effective  November  5. 
The  Estonian  import  duty  on  wheat  has  been  raised  50  per  cent. 

United  States  wheat  prices 

Though  wheat  prices  rose  somewhat  on  November  6,  the  preceding 
week  was  one  of  declines,  and  closing  prices  on  the  sixth  were  about 
four  cents  per  bushel  lower  than  a  week  previous .      In  Minneapolis  the 
decline  was  about  three  cents  per  bushel,  but  at  the  other  principal 
futures  markets  of  North  American  there  were  declines  of  about  four  cents, 
December  futures  at  Chicago  dropping  to  74  cents  per  bushel.    At  Liverpool 
and  Buenos  Aires  the  declines  were  smaller,  Liverpool  declining  from  85 
cents  per  bushel  on  October  30  fco  32  cents  November  6.     The  greater  decline 
in  North  American  markets  than  in  Liverpool  has  again  widened  the  spread 
between  futures  prices  in  this   country  and  at  Liverpool.     The  widening 
of  the  spread  has  favored  an  increase  in  North  America  export  business. 

During  the  week  ended  October  31  cash  prices  at  the  principal 
United  States  markets  averaged  aboxxt  two  cents  lower  than  during  the  pre- 
vious week*  all  classes  and  grades  averaging  75  cents  per  bushel  compared 
with  77  cents  the  week  ending  October  24.     Nc»  2  Hard  Winter  at  Kansas 
City,  No.  1  Dark  Northern  Spring  at  Minneapolis  and  Western  White  at 
Seattle  declined  two  cents  to  74  and  81  cents  respectively.     No.  2 
Amber  Durum  at  Minneapolis,  on  the  other  hand,  declined  only  one  cent 
to  78  cents  per  bushsl,  and  No.  2  Red  Winter  at  St.  Louis  averaged  87 
cents  per  bushel  which  was  the  same  as  during  the  previous  week.

Corn

than  20  per  cent  from  the  production  of  those  countries  last  year.  The 
decrease  in  the  Forth  .American  and  the  European  countries  reported  also 
amounts  to  more  than  20  per  cent  of  the  last  year's  crops.     See  corn  pro- 
duction table,  page  697.

Exports  of  corn  from  the  United  States,  the  Danubian  countries, 
Argentina,  and  the  Union  of  South  Africa  from  November  1,  1929  to  the 
latest  dates  available  total  258,777,000  bushels,  a  decrease  of  3  per  cent 
from  the  shipments  during  the  same  periods  of  the  preceding  year.

United  States  corn  prices  declined  somewhat  during  the  week  ended 
October  31,    No.  3  yellow  com  at  Chicago  and  December  futures  both 
declined  to  7b  cents  per  bushel,  while  the  November  and  December  futures 
of  Argentine  corn  dropped  2  cents  to  40  and  42  cents,  respectively.

last  year.     The  previous  estimate  of  the  1930  barley  crop  in  Japan  has 
been  decreased  by  nearly  5,000,000  bushels,  and  now  stands  nearly  10 
per  cent  below  the  1929  harvest.    There  has  been  a  steady  decrease

Exports  of  barley  from  the  United  States,  Canada,  Argentina,  and  the 
Danubian  countries  from  July  1  to  the  latest  dates  available  total  34,001,000 
bushels,  a  decrease  of  25.2  per  cent  from  the  shipments  during  the  same 
periods  last  year.    United  States  barley  exports  during  the  week  ended 
November  1  increased  over:  those  of  the  preceding  three  weeks,  while  prices 
declined  slightly,  being  considerably  below  the  prices  for  the  correspond- 
ing week  last  year.

The  1930  production  of  oats  in  the  27  countries  so  far  reported, 
which  last  year  raised  90.5  per  cent  of  the  estimated  world  total'  exclusive 
of  Russia  and  China,  amounts  to  3,383,528,000  bushels,  a  decrease  of  nearly 
2  per  cent  from  the  production  in  those  countries  last  year.    The  combined 
production  of  the  United  States  and  Canada  is  more  than  22  per  cent  above 
that  of  last  year,  while  the  European  crop  is  more  than  21  per  cent  bcloft.

Exports  of  oats  from  the  United  States,  Canada,  Argentina,  and  the 
Danubian  countries  from  July  1  to  the  latest  dates  available  total 
14,804,000  bushels,  an  increase  of  34.7  per. cent  over  the  shipments  during 
the  same  periods  last  year.    Exports  of  oats  from  the  United  States  were 
negligible  during  the  week  ended  November  1,  while  prices  continued  at 
about  the  level  of  the  preceding  two  weeks,  and  10  cents  below  the  price 
for  the  corresponding  week  last  ye.ar.

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Stocks  of  oats  in  store  in  the  Western  Grain  Inspection  Division  of 
Canada  on  October  31  amounted  to  8,393,000  bushels  compared  with  14,188,000 
bushels  on  the  game  date  last  year.    Receipts  of  oats  at  Jort 'William,  Port 
Arthur,  and  Vancouver  from  August  1  to  October  31  amounted  to  4,995,000 
bushels  compared  with  1,663,000  bushels  during  that  period  last  year.  Ship- 
ments of  oats  from  those  ports  totaled  4,919,000  bushels  against  3,877,000 
bushels  from  August  1  to  October  31,  1929 „ 


HOPS 

The  British  hops  market  during  the  past  week  continued  very  quiet, 
principally  because  ail  choice  qualities  are  out  of  first  hands,  according 
to  a  cable  dated  November  4  from  Agricultural  Commissioner  Poley  at  London. 
Frices  have  remained  practically  unchanged.     The  fact  that  the  annual  brewers 
exhibition  was  held  during  the  week  ended  November  11  has  retarded  business. 
Many  consumers  decided  upon  their  policy  during  this  show.    The  Continental 
hops  market  was  also  quiet  during  the  week.    Business  in  Nuremberg  was  very 
quiet  and  prices  have  remained  unchanged.    Total  sales  in  Nuremberg  during 
September  and  October  amounted  to  7,200  bales  t  8,610  bales  during 

the  corresponding  period  last  year.    Prices  in  the  Saaz  market  also  remained 
unchanged.

THE  BRITISH  APPLE  MARKET :    Pr:^-;  paid  for  American  apples  on' the 
Liverpool  auction  Wednesday,  November  5,  were  below  those  of  last  week, 
according  to  a  cable  from  Pred  A.  Motz,  Fruit  Specialist  in  Europe  for 
the  Foreign  Service  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture.     York  Imperials  sold 
on  about  the  same  levels  as  at  this  time  last  year.    Boxed  apples,  however, 
sold  at  considerably  lower  prices  than  last  year.     Supplies  of  Virginia 
Yorks  and  Staymans  were  moderate;  Ben  Davis,  New  England  Greenings,  New 
York  Baldwins,  Greenings,  Staymans  and  Homes  light;  and  Virginia  Winesaps, 
Romes  and  New  York  Jonathans  very  light.     Inquiry  was  moderate  for  Oregon 
Delicious  and  Newtowns  but  slow  for  all  other  boxed  varieties.  Supplies 
of  California  and  Oregon  Newtowns  were  moderate,  Washington  Jonathans  light, 
and  Ylfashington  and  Oregon  Delicious  very  light.    American  apples  were  in 
good  condition. 
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Supplies  of  American  pears  were  moderate  at  Liverpool  and  the  market 
active.     The  fruit  was  in  good  condition.    Prices  were  about  the  same  as 
last  week.     Supplies  of  .American  apples  in  London  were  moderate  and  the 
fruit  in  good  condition.     The  market  was  moderately  active  for  "barrels,  "but 
only  fair  for  "boxes."    Prices  were  little  changed  from  last  week,  "but  were 
generally  below  those  paid  at  Liverpool.     Washington  Jonathans  made  bettor 
prices  than  last  week.    Pears  sold  on,  about  the  same  levels  as  at  Liverpool. 
Mr.  Motz  reports  that  apple  supplies  afloat  for  the  United  Kingdom  are 
lighter  than  last  week,  "but  those  for  the  Continent  heavier.

THE  HAMBURG  AND  COPENHAGEN  APPLE  MARKETS:      A'bout  30,000  boxes,  12,000 
barrels  and  1,500  "baskets  of  American  apples  were  offered  on  the  Hamburg 
auction  Tuesday,  November  h,  according  to  a  cable  from  Fred  A.  Motz,  Fruit 
Specialist  in  Europe  for  the  Foreign.  Service  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture. 
Prices  were  about  the  same  as  last  week.     The  fruit  was  in  good  condition. 
Boxed  Jonathans,  Spi tzenbergs,  Orthleys,  Staymans  and  Winter  Bananas  were 
sold  on  the  auction.     Some  of  the  latter  variety  were  withdrawn.     The  basket 
offerings  consisted  mostly  of  Virginia  Staymans.    Most  cf  the  barreled 
apples  were  Virginia  varieties,  although  some  Maine  Baldwins  and  Starks 
and  Hew  York  Baldwins  and  Hubbardstons  were  in  evidence.     The  market  was 
active  for  American  fruit.    Inquiry  was  active  for  American  apples  on  the 
Copenhagen  auction  Tuesday.     Washington  Jonathans  predominated  among  the 
boxed  offerings.     Barreled  fruit  consisted  of  Virginia  Yorks,  Winesaps, 
Ganos,  and  Staymans,  and  iTew  York  G-olden  Russetts.

SMALLER  SPANISH  ORANGE  CROP:     The  1930-31  Spanish  orange  crop  is 
estimated  at  20  to  25  per  cent  under  last  season's  estimated  crop  of  about 
4-2,600,000  boxes  (70  pound  basis),  according  to  a  report  from  Consul  Reid 
Thompson  at  Valencia,  Spain.  The  crop  is  well  developed  and  runs  to 
large  sizes.    During  the  month  of  August  buyers  offered  2. 5  to  3  pesetas 
per  12.5  kilograms  (69^  to  83^  per  box  of  70  pounds).    However  growers 
were  generally  holding  off  for  better  prices  in  view  of  the  short  crop. 
The  mandarin  orange  crop  was  practically  all  sold  by  the  end  of  September 
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at  an  average  price  of  about  5  pesetas  per  12.5  kilograms  ($1.38  per  box 
of  70  pounds)  . 

IDAHO  ERESH  PRUNES  SOLD  TO  SWEDEN:    A  shipment  of  375  four-basket 
crates  of  Idaho  Italian  prunes  arrived  in  Goteborg,  Sweden,   on  September  29, 
1930,  according  to  a  communication  from  Consul  Robert  Harnden  at  Goteborg. 
These  prunes  were  purchased  at  $1.75  per  crate  f.o.b.  New  York.    The  c.i.f. 
Goteborg  value  is  put  at  $2.86  per  crate.     The  duty  is  about  1.2^  per 
pound.    Mr.  Harnden  states  that  the  dealers  were  well  pleased  Kith  the 
quality  and  pack.    The  trade  was  of  the  opinion  that,  although  more 
expensive  than  Italian,  Czechoslovakian  or  South  African  prunes,  the  Idaho 
prunes  compared  favorably  with  the  products  of  the  countries  mentioned. 
Most  of  the  dealers  expressed  a  desire  to  repeat  the  order.    There  is  not 
much  competition  from  other  sources  during  the  months  when  Idaho  prunes 
can  be  placed  on  the  market.     Italian  and  Czechoslovakian  prunes  appear 
on  the  markets  in  July  and  August  and  South  African  in  January  and 
February.    The  small  Swedish  production  is  usually  marketed  in  August  and 
early  September. 

CHINESE  WALNUT  SITUATION:    The  1936  walnut  crop  of  Manchuria  and 
Shansi  is  reported  as  normal  in  quantity  and. above  normal  in  quality,  accord- 
ing to  a  cable  dated    November  6  from  Consul  General  Gauss  at  Tientsin.  The 
United  Spates  continues  as  the  most  important  buyer  in  the  Tientsin  market. 
Current  prices  C.  and  E.  Pacific  Coast  ports  are  as  follows:    Walnuts  in 
the  shell  11/8  inches  and  up,  $5,50  to  $5.75  per  100  pounds,  Walaut  Ker- 
nels, Average  Assortment,  30  per  cent  half,  35  per  cent  quarters,  and  35 
per  cent  pieces  with  90  per  cent  light  meat  and  10  per  cent  light  amber, 
$16.65  to  $16,75  per  100  pounds;  Halves  only,  $18.50  per  100  pounds;  Quarters 
only,  $14.50  per  100  pounds;  and  Pieces  only,  $14.00  per  100  pounds.    There  is 
an  unconfirmed  rumor  among  local  dealers  that  exporters  are  holding  unfilled 
orders  for  around  5,000,000  pounds  of  kernels.     This  has  stiffened  the  mar- 
ket with  the  result  that  local  prices  for  average  assortments  of  kernels 
are  about  1^  per  pound  higher  than  a  week  ago. 


LOWER  BUTTER  PRICES  II?  EUROPEAN  MARKETS 

A  crop  equivalent  to  2  cents  a  pound  in  the  Copenhagen  official  quota- 
tions during  the  week  ended  November  6  accompanied  a  decline  of  one  cent  on 
92  score  in  New  York,  widening  the  New  York-Copenhagen  price  margin  from  9.6 
cents  to  10.5  ;»ents  a  pound.    New  Zealand  in  Lond'was  unchanged  at  the 
previous  low  level  of  24.3  aents  on  salted  (largely  held  butter)     and  33.0 
cents  on  unsalted.    As  compared  with  last  season,  quotations  on  colonial 
butters  are  much  more  severely  depressed  than  on  butter  from  the  continent, 
The  new  season  in  New  Zealand  and  Australia  has  opened  very  favorably.  See 
price  table,  page  703. 
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The  production  of  meat  of  all  types  in  Argentina  was  considerably 
smaller  during  the  first  8  months  of  1930  than  in  the  corresponding  period 
of  1929,  according  to  figures  released  "by  the  Argentine -Meat  Control  Board. 
The  current  developments  are  especially  significant  in  the  light  of  the 
July  1,  1930,  livestock  census  for  Argentina.    The  current  figures  appear 
to  confirm  indications  of  a  decline'  in  cattle .  numbers  since  1922,' "but  a 
tendency  toward  larger  sheep  and  hog  numbers.    Prior  to  June  1930,  there 
was  an  expanding  interest  in  the  trade  with  the  United  States  in  canned 
beef,  a  tendency  which  was  encouraged  bv  developments  in  European  chilled 
and  frozen  beef  markets  regarded  as  unfavorable  to  the  Argentine  industries. 
Since  1926  there  has  been  considerable  expansion -in  the  Argentine  fresh 
pork  trade  with  the  United  Kingdom.    During  the  past  year,  generally  unfav- 
orable 'world  trade  conditions  have  aggravated  earlier  tendencies  toward 
depression  in  the  Argentine  livestock  and  meat  industry.     Consular  advices 
from  Buenos  Aires  indicate  that  serious  financial  losses  were  experienced 
in  the  industry  during  the  first  half  of  1930,  notably  in  cattle. 

Cattle  and  beef 

Beef  production  in  Argentina  during  the  first  8  months  of  1930  is 
estimated  at  1,032,000,000  pounds  or  12  per  cent  below  the'  same  period  of 
1929,  although  slightly  above  figures  for  1928.  '  Only  1',  820 ,  000  cattle 
were  slaughtered  in  freezing  and  chilling  establishments  during  the  first  8 
months  of  1930,  or  5  per  cent ' fewer  tban  for  the  corresponding  period  of 
1929.     The  fact  that,  the  production  of  neat  shows  a  much  larger  percentage 
decrease  than  the  number  of  cattle  slaughtered  points  to  a  lighter  average 
weight  per  animal ,  probably' due  to  scarcity  of  pasture  during  the  early 
months  of  the  year.    Prom  April  to  August,  killings  this  year  were  con- 
siderably under  the  same  months  a  year  ago,   the  193,000  head  killed  in 
June  being  the  smallest  number  killed  during  any  month  of  the  years  1924 
to  1930. 

Most  of  the  beef  produced  in  these  factories  is  exported,  principally 
to  Great  Britain.    Exports  of  both  chilled  and  frozen  beef  have  been  decreas- 
ing since  1927,  when  1,550,000,000  pounds  were  exported.     In  1929  export s 
totaled  only  1,057,0.00, 000, pounds.    On  the  other  hand,  exports  of  preserved 
or  canned  beef,  a  considerable  portion  of  which  came  to  the  United  States, 
increased  from  81,000,000  pounds,  in  1922. to  152,000,000  in  1929,  but  has 
fallen  off  this  year. ,  Records  of  the  United  States  Bureau  of  Animal  Indus- 
try show  that  from  January  1-  to  June  30,,  19 3D,  a  total  of  36,054,000  pounds 
of  canned  beef  from  all  sources,  principally  Argentina,  were  inspected  for 
entry  into, the  United  States,  against  37,836,000  pounds  for  the  same 
months  of  1929.     Prom  July . I  to  September  30,  1930,  however,  only  7,557,000 
pounds  were  inspected  against  23,647,000  pounds  for  the  same  rmnths  of 
1929.    Lower  prices  in  United  States  markets,  combined  with  higher  innort 
duties  effective  June  16  last ,  have  discouraged  the  importing  of  the 
Argentine  product. 
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In  British  markets  also  a  reduced  demand,  as  reflected  in  both 
imports  and  prices'  going  below  last  year's  levels,  has  had  an  adverse 
effect  upon  the  Argentine  cattle  industry.    Beginning  with  last  April, 
the  London  price  of  Argentine  chilled  hind  quarters  has  pursued  an 
irregular  course,  with  a  tendency  to  go  below  the  monthly  averages  for 
1929,     The  September  1930  average  of  15.5  cents  per  pound  was  about 
10  per  cent  below  the  average  of  a  year  earlier.     The  current  average 
also  was  slightly  under  the  September  192B  level,  but  higher  than  in 
1926  and  1927*    Daring  the  same  1930  months,  chilled  fore quarters  at 
London  were  more  consistently  lower  in  price  than  a  year  ago.  The 
weakness  of  British  and  other  European  markets  has  contributed  to  the 
fairly  steady  decline  during  1930  of  Buenos  Aires  prices  for  special 
chilled  beef  steers.     The  September  1930  average  of  5.2  cents  per  pound 
live  weight  was  the  lowest  since  March  1927  and  14.7  per  cent  under 
the  September  1929  average. 

Cattle  slaughter  for  freezing  and  chilling  numbered  only  1,433,000 
in  1914,  \vhile  this  year  it  will  probably  be  in  the  neighborhood  of 
2,600,000  or  83  per  cent  greater.    During  the  years  1923-1927,  however,  the 
number  slaughtered  each  year  reached  or  exceeded  3,000,000.    Total  slaughter 
of  cattle  in  Argentina,  excluding  farm  slaughter,  reached  6,211,000  in  1928 
compared  with  only  3,211,000  in  1914  and  the  record  number  of  7,600,000 
killed  in  1924. 

Mutton  and  lamb 

Mutton  and  lamb  production  in  freezing  and  chilling  establishments 
for  the  first  8  months  of  1930  amounted  to  150,000,000  pounds  or  3  per 
cent  below  1929  for  the  same  period,  although  the  number  of  sheep  killed 
was  2  per  cent  greater.    During  the  third  quarter  of  1930  only  545,000 
mutton  and  lamb  carcasses  were  exported  against  1,020,930  last  year  for 
the  same  period,  the  decrease  being  principally  due  to  the  weakness"  of 
the  British  market  where  stocks  of  all  kinds  of  frozen  meat  were  reported 
as  heavy  in  September. 

Total  exports  of  frozen  mutton  from  Argentina  reached  177,000,000 
pounds  in  1929,  an  increase  of  4  per  cent  above  1928,  but  13  per  cent 
below  the  203,000,000  pounds  exported  in  1925.     In  recent  years  Argentina 
has  been  second  in  importance  in  supplying  the  British  market  with  frozan 
mutton j    Australia  now  coming  third  instead  of  second  as  formerly.  Hew 
Zealand  is  still  leading  the  world  as  an  exporter  of  mutton  and  lamb. 

Artentine  lamb,  as  a  rule,  sells  below  either  Australian  or  Hew 
Zealand  lamb  in  the  London  market.     Since  February  1930  there  has  been 
a  downward  tendency  in  lamb  prices.     The  September  average  for  Argentine 
frozen  lamb  stood  at  14.7  cents  per  pound,  a  drop  of  14  per  cent  below 
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the  average  for  September  1929,  and  the  lowest  for  any  month  of  the  past 
3  years.    A  decline  from  September  1929  of  17. 6  per  cent  was  registered 
"by  Australian  frozen  lamb,  but  the  Hew  Zealand  product  has  remained 
firm  at  about  last  year's  levels.     In  mutton,  the  Argentine  product 
usually  ranks  next  to  that  of  Hew  Zealand  in  price.    In  that  class  of 
meat,  the  products  of  all  these  countries  were  selling  lower  in 
September  1930  than  a  year  earler.     The  decline  in  the  Case  of  Argentine 
mutton  amounted  to  S.  5  per  cent,  while  the  Australian  and  New  Zealand 
products  were  down  15.6  per  cent  and  19.^-  per  cent  respectively. 

.Sheep  slaughter  in  freezing  and  chilling  establishments  during 
the  first  S  months  of  19 10  reached  3,?o20,000  or  2  per  cent  above  the 
same  period  of  1929.    In  that  year  the  number  killed  reached  5,275,000 
or  the  largest  number  on.  record,  being  almost  twice  the  number  killed 
in  these  establishments  in  191^-.     Slaughter  of  sheep  by  freezing  com- 
panies has  been  increasing  since  192b.     Sheep  numbers  in  Argentina,  accord- 
ing to  the  1930  census  did  not  show  much  change  from  the  number  reported 
lo  years  ago  in  June  191^-.    However,   of  the' 14-3,OS^,000  reported  in  that 
country  this  year  only  33  per  cent  was  in  the  province  of  Buenos  Aires 
compared  with  4-3  per  cent  in  191^.     There  has  been  a  shift  to  the  south 
from  the  agricultural  and  cattle  raising  provinces  of  the  central  regions. 

Hogs  and  pork 

■Pork  production  in  freezing  and  chilling  plants  during  the  first 
S  months  of  this  year  amounted  to  only  H5, 967,000  pounds,  a  decrease  of 
12  per  cent  compared  with  the  same  period  of  1929  but  an  increase  over 
192S  of  2g  per  cent.     The  number  of  hogs  slaughtered  to  produce  this 
meat  was  232, 00Q  compared  with  357,000  for  the  same  period  of  1929« 

There  has  been  quite  an  increase  in  hog  slaughter  for  export  in 
recent  years,  the  number  hilled  increasing  from  97,000  in  192^  to 
^31,000  in  1929,  whereas  in  191^  practically  no  frozen  pork  was  exported 
from  Argentina.     'The  quarantine  placed  by  the  Britigh  Government  against 
the  importation  of  fresh  meat  from  the  Continent  of  Europe  cut  off  the 
supply  of  fresh  pork  from  the  Netherlands  and  other  European  countries. 
This  action  encouraged  the  expert  of  frozen  pork  from  the  Southern  zh 
Hemisphere.     The  united  Sta/bes  also  has  become  interested  in  this  trade 
to  an  increasing  degree  during  the  past  year.    Immediately  following  the 
quarantine  there  were  relatively  heavy  exports  of  fresh  and  frozen  pork 
from  the  United  States  to  Great  Britain,  but  they  declined  during  the 
years  ended  June  30,  1927  to  1929.     In  1929-30,  however,  those  exports 
amounted  to  about  11,000,000  pounds.    British  import  figures  for  the  first 
9  months  of  1930  show  that  of  the  25,72^,000  pounds  of  frozen  pork  imported 
during  that  period,  about  U5  per  cent  came  from  New  Zealand,  Jl  per  cent 
from  the  United  States  and  IS  per  cent  from  Argentina. 
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The  Argentine  agricultural  census  as  of  July  1,  1930,  shows  a 
considerable  increase  in  hogs  over  the  1914  census  and  also  over  that  for 
December  1922.     The  number  is  now  3,764,000  or  30  per- cent  above  the  num- 
bers reported  in  June  1914.     The  increase  has  evidently  been  in  provinces 
other  than  Buenos  Aires,  as  provincial  figures  for  that  -province  placed-  1 
numbers  at  1,111,000  in  1929,  against  1,394,000  in  June  1914  and  878 j 000 
in  1922.  -  ■
